End of airport link road 
welcomed by campaign 

...BUT VALE MP SAYS, ‘IT’S MADNESS’ 


THE announce¬ 
ment that there 
will be no airport 
access road has 
been greeted with 
relief by campaign 
groups, but with 
hostility and 
bemusement by 
some politicians. 

On July 5, the 
Minister for Economy 
and Transport, leuan 
Wyn Jones, told the 
Assembly that while a 
new road had been 
under consideration, the 
government’s judge¬ 
ment was that a range of 
more sustainable meth¬ 
ods of transport to 
Cardiff Airport should

be introduced. Mr Jones 
said: “I have listened 
carefully to all the 
views expressed 

throughout the consulta¬ 
tion process, and have 
concluded that the most 
effective way to 

improve access to 

Cardiff Airport is 

through a series of more 
sustainable measures. 

“These include the 

creation of more fre¬ 
quent high quality bus 
and train services to the 
airport. 

“We will also be 
working with the Vale 
Council to carry out 
substantial safety 
improvements to Five 


Mile Lane, an important 
access road. 

“I will now investi¬ 
gate the provision of a 
half-hourly express bus 
service from the centre 
of Cardiff to the airport, 
and bring forward the 
feasibility study into an 
additional half-hourly 
rail service to the Vale. 

“I will also support 
Network Rail’s propos¬ 
als for an additional 
platform at Barry 
Station.” 

Campaigners against 
an airport access road 
were relieved the idea 
had been dropped. 

A spokesman for the 
NEVAR group (No Ely 


Valley Airport Road) 
said: “The committee 
unanimously welcome 
the decision to abandon 
plans for this unwanted 
and unnecessary trunk 
road. 

“We commend the 
Minister for remaining 
true to the Assembly’s 
overarching constitu¬ 
tional commitment to 
sustainability. 

“The announcement 
vindicates our position 
that the proposals could 
not proceed without a 
sound business case, 
and the consultation 
exercise in respect of 
the airport access road 
was flawed. We are 


very pleased that com¬ 
mon sense has finally 
prevailed.” 

John Campbell of the 
Wenvoe Community 
Action Group expressed 
satisfaction with the 
news, but sounded a 
note of caution for the 
future. 

He said: “Yes, we are 
pleased, but not delight¬ 
ed as it remains an unre¬ 
solved issue. This was 
first raised in 1994, then 
again in 2002 and 2009 
- so perhaps it will 
return again in 2016! 

“It is a stay of execu¬ 
tion, but one thing is 
certain, we will always 
vehemently oppose 
dualling of the Port 
Road at Wenvoe.”

School closures in 
Vale due to swine 
flu are ‘unlikely’ 


IT is unlikely that 
schools in the Vale 
area - which are 
due to return on 
September 1 after 
the summer holi¬ 
days - will be 
closed down due to 
swine flu. 

Prior to the holiday 
period, a total of 20 
schools had reported 
possible cases of swine 
flu, and a helpline was 
established by the coun¬ 
cil as early as May 1. 

The Vale Council’s 
director of learning and 
development, Bryan 
Jeffreys, told The GEM: 
“If parents think their 
children may have flu 


ue to be available.’ 

The Vale of 
Glamorgan has 61 
schools and units, with 
around 21,000 pupils. 

Mr Jeffreys said that 
if youngsters were dis¬ 
playing symptoms of 
swine flu during the 
summer holidays, they 
should not take part in 
local events or play 
schemes. 

“Over the summer, 
many children will enjoy 
various activities and 
holiday clubs. As is 
usual practice, if they 
become ill, they should 
not attend until they are 
fully recovered.

Former mayor’s 
sadness at closure 
of cancer charity 


THE former mayor 
of Cowbridge with 
Llanblethian, Coun 
David Morris, has 
expressed his sad¬ 
ness at the news that 
the small charity he 
helped during his 
year of office has 
gone under. 

Coun Morris chose 
Cancer Care Cymru as 
his charity, and during 
the year he organised a 
series of coffee mornings 
and tea dances to raise 
funds. 

At the end of his year, 
he was able to hand over 
a cheque for £3,500 to 
Cancer Care Cymm. 

“We handed it over at 
the mayor’s ball,” he 
said. “I was pleased to 
help them because as a 
family, we saw the work 
that they do.” 


Mr Morris said that it 
was a small, Welsh chari¬ 
ty which funded extra 
nurses for cancer hospi¬ 
tals and wards, to provide 
extra care for cancer 
patients at no cost to the 
NHS. 

“I have a family mem¬ 
ber with cancer and he 
was nursed at Velindre 
Hospital by one of these 
nurses. I understand that 
the charity was founded 
by a Welsh businessman 
whose wife died from 
cancer. It was based in 
Cardiff.” 

Coun Morris revealed 
that he had met some 
staff members since the 
charity closed, and he 
said that they had no idea 
it was coming. 

“It was a shock to 
everyone. I understand 
that efforts are being 
made to try to keep some 
of the staff in post by get¬ 


ting the NHS trusts to 
fund them, but I have no 
idea whether this will be 
successful.” 

Coun Morris added 
that many charities were 
suffering at the moment 
because people simply 
do not have the money to 
support them. 

“I fear that this will 
not be the last,” he went 
on. “Other small charities 
may also go to the wall 
during this recession. It’s 
very sad.” 

A recorded message 
on the charity’s answer- 
phone in Cardiff stated 
that the offices were 
closed. Nursing staff are 
to be contacted via their 
hospitals or pagers. 

The GEM left a mes¬ 
sage on the answerphone 
inviting the charity to 
ring us back.

A spokeswoman for 
Cardiff Airport said this 
week: “ Government 
advice is not to travel if 
you are suffering from 
the HINI virus and wait 
until the symptoms have 
gone. 

“Currently, airlines 
operating to and from 
Cardiff Airport are not 
restricting travel for pas¬ 
sengers. However, you 
should check with your 
airline before travel if 
you are showing symp¬ 
toms.” 

The National Public 
Health Service has 
issued the following 
guidelines: 

If you have flu-like 
symptoms, stay at home. 
You can check your 
symptoms by calling the 
Swine Flu Information 
Line. 

If you are still con¬ 
cerned, contact NHS 
Direct Wales on 0845 
4647. 

Do not go into your 
GP surgery or accident 
and emergency depart¬ 
ment unless you are 
advised to do so or are 


seriously ill, as you may 
spread the illness to oth¬ 
ers. 

Health professionals 
say to prevent the spread 
of swine flu people 
should carry out respira¬ 
tory and hand hygiene, 
which means: 

• Covering your nose 
and mouth when cough¬ 
ing or sneezing, and 
using a tissue when pos¬ 
sible. 

• Disposing of dirty 
tissues promptly and 
carefully. 

• Maintaining good 
basic hygiene; for exam¬ 
ple washing hands fre¬ 
quently with soap and 
water to reduce the 
spread of the virus from 
your hands to face or to 
other people. 

• Cleaning hard sur¬ 
faces (e.g. door handles) 
frequently using a nor¬ 
mal cleaning product. 

• Ensuring that chil¬ 
dren follow the advice 
too.

Airport link road 
announcement gets 
a mixed reaction

‘ECONOMIC 

LUNACY’ 

But the Vale’s MP 
John Smith slammed the 
announcement as eco¬ 
nomic madness and 
demanded an Assembly 
rethink. 

Mr Smith, who has 
been at the forefront of 
the campaign for a link 
road from the M4 to the 
Airport, Barry and the 
Defence Technical 
College, said: “leuan 
Wyn Jones’ announce¬ 
ment is reckless for the 
future of the Welsh 
economy. 

“This decision is eco¬ 
nomic lunacy. This is 
exactly the type of infra- 
stmcture project the 
Welsh economy needs to 
weather the current eco¬ 
nomic storms. 

“The Local Planning 
Authority, the owners of 
Cardiff Airport and the 
south Wales business 
community backed my 
calls for the immediate 
construction of the road 
because it would have 
created jobs for local 
people, improved south 
east Wales’ connectivity 
to the M4 and opened 
up huge new business 
opportunities for Welsh 
based suppliers to the 
Defence Technical 
College. 

“By deciding not to 
proceed with the project 
which would have 
improved the road trans¬ 
port system serving two 
jewels in the Welsh 
economy, leuan Wyn 
Jones has let down the 
people and businesses of 
Wales. I call on him to 
reconsider this disas¬ 
trous decision.” 
GRIDLOCK 

Regional Assembly 
Member Andrew RT 
Davies praised the suc¬ 
cess of the campaign 
groups, but said the 
Minister had failed to 
satisfy concerns about 
traffic build-ups in the 
Vale. 

“While I respect the 
Minister’s decision not 
to build the new link 
road, I was disappointed 
that in the Minister’s 


National Transport Plan 
he failed to explain how 
gridlock at Culverhouse 
Cross, Dinas Powys and 
other parts of the Vale 
can be eased without a 
new link road. 

“I was disappointed 
that he did not say more 
about expanding public 
transport and improving 
stretches of the existing 
road network. 

“The fact remains that 
Cardiff International 
Airport is not the easiest 
airport to access, so if 
the airport is to expand 
in the future, it needs 
better transport links. 

“Improved public 
transport links could 
make a significant con¬ 
tribution to the develop¬ 
ment of the airport and 
help the local economy 
in the Vale.” 

Mr Davies’ colleague 
Alun Cairns AM said 
there were a number of 
unanswered questions 
over what changes 
would be made to a key 
road in the Vale. 

He has asked leuan 
Wyn Jones to make a 
statement about what 
will happen to the A48 
between Culverhouse 
Cross and its junction 
with Five-Mile Lane. 

He pointed out: “The 
Minister has announced 
that improvements are to 
take place along this 
lane which links the A48 
with Barry. 

“If this is being done 
on road safety grounds, 
then everyone will wel¬ 
come the news. But does 
it mean that the 
Assembly Government 
intends to revive its 
plans to ‘trunk’ the A48 
along this stretch? 

“These proposals 
were thrown out at an 
inquiry after residents in 
St Nicholas put up very 
strong arguments. The 
Welsh Assembly 
Government lost the 
argument then and it 
would not be right if 
they were to backtrack 
on this issue. 

“Trunking the A48 
from Culverhouse Cross 
would mean significant 
additional traffic through 
St Nicholas and cause 
further hold ups at 
Culverhouse Goss. 


“These systems usual¬ 
ly use trunk roads and 
the green signs would 
direct people from 
Culverhouse along this 
route.” 

Mr Cairns also criti¬ 
cised the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
for wasting public 
money, claiming £2.4 
million had been spent 
on consultants and stud¬ 
ies - a sum “that would 
have paid for nearly 60 
miles of country roads 
to be resurfaced”. 

But there were politi¬ 
cians who remained 
upbeat. 

Vale AM Jane Hutt 
said: “This plan offers 
appropriate and propor¬ 
tionate investment in the 
road and public trans¬ 
port networks of the 
Vale to meet our eco¬ 
nomic and environmen¬ 
tal needs. 

“I am pleased that 
there will be consider¬ 
able investment in road 
safety improvements on 
the dangerous sections 
of Five Mile Lane. This 
will improve access to 
Barry as an important 
regeneration opportuni¬ 
ty, as well as the airport 
and St Athan.” 

Plaid regional AM 
Chris Franks comment¬ 
ed: “This is excellent 
news. I welcome the 
announcement that the 
proposed airport road is 
to be axed. I am pleased 
that there is support for 
an additional platform at 
Barry Station. 

“It shows that unlike 
previous Transport 
Ministers, leuan Wyn 
Jones has listened to 
local residents like the 
NEVAR group and oth¬ 
ers who have cam¬ 
paigned so hard against 
this road. 

“I am particularly 
pleased to see the safety 
measures for Five Mile 
Lane as I have been dis¬ 
cussing with Ministers 
the importance of road 
safety. 

“A half-hourly 
express service from the 
centre of our capital to 
the airport will be wel¬ 
comed by many trav¬ 
ellers,” Mr Franks con¬ 
cluded.

Police welcome 
crime cut report 

VALE police have 
commented on a 
Home Office report 
stating that burgla¬ 
ry, car crime and 
violence have been 
cut. 

The figures reveal a 
fall of 20.2 per cent in 
dwelling burglaries, an 
8.4 per cent drop in vio¬ 
lent crime, autocrime cut 
by 13.1 per cent and 
drug-related offences 
down by six per cent. 

Overall, the annual 
figures showed a reduc¬ 
tion in crime of 10.7 per 
cent - equivalent to 
1,020 fewer victims. 

Acting Chief 
Superintendent Liane 
James of the Vale of

where there have been 
86 less victims than in 
the previous year. 

“By specifically tar¬ 
geting the main players 
in the criminal fraternity

er, fax, digital this and 
digital that. 

So what is it that 
attracts the members of 
Penarth Computer Club 
to these boxes? There 
are probably more rea¬ 
sons than there are mem¬ 
bers, but let’s look at 
some: We do not take 
ourselves too seriously 
and accept that one rea¬ 
son is to be able to grasp 
what the youngsters who 
have grown up with 
computers are talking 
about. 

Some people have 


grown used to using the 
box at work and want to 
find out a little of what 
happens inside it. Some 
find that the box can be 
useful because of what it 
can do - whether it 
makes it possible to type 
a letter and make endless 
corrections until it is just 
right, to add up columns 
of numbers, or do far 
more complex sums 
quickly and easily. 

True, there are those 
who are simply fascinat¬ 
ed by the technology. 

The club members gen¬ 
erally are more interest¬ 
ed in the usefulness of 
applications than the 
complexities of the 
clever bits inside the 
box. 

The main thrust of 
what we do emphasises 
how to get the computer 
to help with the tasks we 
want to do and how to 
apply its power to our 
purpose. 

The vacuum cleaner 
has been around for 
more than 100 years and 


still picks up dust from a 
carpet. The computer has 
been around for about 60 
years and started life as 
a calculating device. 

It still does the calcu¬ 
lations, of course, but in 
the last few years has 
picked up other little 
tricks like email, the 
internet communications 
that transmit voice, 
music and pictures. 

Computers in digital 
cameras are putting the 
old roll-film manufac¬ 
tures almost out of busi¬ 
ness. The computer is a 
camera, video camera, a 
telephone, a drawing 
instrument, a typewriter, 
a film player, a music 
player. It is a copier, a 
printer, a facsimile 
machine. 

Computers can help 
artists to create or com¬ 
pose. Anyone can 
improve their digital 
photographs. They are 
projectors for films and 
slide shows. 

They can help you to 
design your home, office 


or garden layout or 
research your family 
tree. 

The reasons for inter¬ 
est are many; the com¬ 
mon thread is a wish to 
improve our ability to 
produce what we want 
with a tool that is so ver¬ 
satile. 

The club helps people 
new to computers to be 
comfortable with their 
machine. We try to help 
them to avoid problems 
and show them ways of 
doing things more easily. 

The members them¬ 
selves suggest topics for 
inclusion in our pro¬ 
gramme and some sim¬ 
ply show us what they 
do on their computer and 
how they do it.

EARLIER this month, on

To mark the formal hand 
over, representatives from some 
of the many RAF trades, based 
at St Athan, turned out to show 
their support for both the outgo¬ 
ing and incoming Commanding 
Officers. 

Wing Commander Woods 
said: “During my time as 
Commanding Officer of the 
school and the base, I have had 


the opportunity of meeting some 
amazing people, both in the con¬ 
text of the RAF and also in the 
wider community. 

“My time at St Athan has 
sometimes been testing and a 
challenge; however, during the 
70th Anniversary celebrations in 
2008 I could not help but be 
touched by the strength of sup¬ 
port the Station received from 
the Vale community”. 

He added; I know that wher¬ 
ever my future career in the 
RAF takes me, I will always 
look back on my years spent at 
St Athan with genuine fondness 
and a sense of pride”.

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Potter’s sixth big screen outing 
an underwhelming experience 


H aving been 
in print 
since 1997 
and on cinema 
screens since 2001, 
it seems Harry 
Potter has been in 
the collective con¬ 
sciousness forever. 

Yet with the final 
book having been pub¬ 
lished two years ago, 
and the final (two-part) 
film due in 2010/2011, 
the world of Potter is 
slowly beginning to 
wrap up. 

Before the finale, 
however, comes the 
penultimate film, Harry 
Potter and The Half- 
Blood Prince. As Harry 
(Daniel Radcliffe) and 
friends begin their sixth 
year at Hogwarts, he dis¬ 
covers a book, marked 
mysteriously 'This book 
is the property of the 
Half-Blood Prince’’. 

This kick-starts a 
chain of events that sees 
Harry tested like never 
before, while also learn¬ 
ing more about 
Voldemort’s dark past... 

Six films in and the 
Harry Potter franchise 
shows no sign of letting 
up, continuing to rake in 
huge amounts of money 
while pretty much satis¬ 
fying the hardcore fol¬ 
lowers. 

They’ve also become 
progressively darker as 
the series has worn on, 
making them more sub¬ 


stantial than mere kid- 
die-fodder, and while 
The Half-Blood Prince 
continues this trend, ulti¬ 
mately it feels like one 
of the most underwhelm¬ 
ing of the series. 

With David Yates 
back in the director’s 
chair (and indeed 
remaining there, having 
agreed to close out the 
franchise with The 
Deathly Hallows) the 
film certainly doesn’t 
hold back on its visuals. 

Yates makes the film 
highly stylised with a 
wondrous visual sense. 

The set designs are 
absolutely magnificent, 
and Yates makes the 
most of them, the gothic 
sensibility on show look¬ 
ing superb on screen. 

Yates does an equally 
fine job with the more 
epic scenes, the reintro¬ 
duced Quidditch contests 
having a sense of specta¬ 
cle about them, while 
the few set-pieces are 
delivered with a sure 
hand by the British 
director. 

The cast do their bit 
as well, the younger 
members certainly 
improving with age. 

There are a few 
moments where it feels 
like a poorly-performed 
school production, but 
by and large the per¬ 
formances are well 
measured and tuned. 

As Harry, Daniel 
Radcliffe is sometimes 
prone to acting stiffness. 


but here he is more than 
competent, perhaps ben¬ 
efiting from a script that 
doesn’t require too much 
from him. 

Similarly, both Emma 
Watson and Rupert Grint 
make great strides as 
performers, the former 
nailing the uptight 
know-it-all Hermione 
perfectly, but with a 
charm that never makes 
her unlikeable or unbear¬ 
able. 

Meanwhile Grint 
shows some good 
comedic skills as the 
clownish Ron, with all 
three sharing the realistic 
chemistry that comes 
from having spent nearly 
a decade in the roles 
together. 

The adult portion of 
the cast do just as well, 
Michael Gambon having 
a lot to do as 
Dumbledore and doing it 
well, while Alan 
Rickman continues to be 
the one of the finest ele¬ 
ments of the series with 
another wonderful turn 
as the suspicious and sly 
Snape. 

However, it’s the raft 
of background turns, 
from the likes of Jessie 
Cave as Lavender 
Brown, Evanna Lynch as 
Luna Lovegood and the 
many others, that give 
the film its depth of 
quality. When you can 
restrict Timothy Spall to 
around five seconds of 
screen time, just because 
you can, it says much 


for the cast’s abilities. 

Despite the best 
efforts of cast and direc¬ 
tor, it’s the old problem 
of adapting from page to 
screen that causes The 
Half-Blood Prince the 
biggest problems. 

The script itself does 
a decent job of trans¬ 
planting some (very 
moderate) teenage angst 
on the screen, while the 
characters’ libidos are 
seemingly exercised as 
much as, if not more 
than, their magic spells, 
as the first pangs of love 
find their way into the 
Potter universe. 

Yet the end product 
can’t help but feel a 
touch undercooked and 
desperate to cram in as 
much as they can into 
the film’s two-and-a-half 
hours, without creating a 
cohesive story. 

Screenwriter Steve 
Kloves is more than 
comfortable with this 
universe, this being his 
fifth Potter outing, yet it 
also feels like his weak¬ 
est. 

Plot points come and 
go, characters are 
brushed under the carpet 
or neglected (Draco 
Malfoy in particular suf¬ 
fering from having a 
superb subplot that is 
poorly executed) and the 
film dissipates into a 
mood of anti-climax. 

The fact that the 
reveal of the titular 
prince, followed by his 
shocking action, is exe¬ 



cuted so ham-fistedly 
sums up the real prob¬ 
lem with the film. 

Unless you are com¬ 
pletely au-fait with the 
world of Potter, The 
Half-Blood Prince is a 
film that seems merely 
to function as the set-up 
to the final films. As a 
film on its own, while 
entertaining, it doesn’t 
quite cut the mustard. 

VERDICT - Not the 
worst, but certainly not 
the best of the franchise, 
Harry Potter and The 
Half-Blood Prince is a 
pleasing, yet under¬ 
whelming experience. 

Both the cast and 
director, David Yates, do 
their best, but with a 
screenplay that muddles 
and lacks cohesion, they 
can’t quite overcome its 
shortfalls. ENJOYABLE. 


Unique steam loco 
set to blow through! 



TORNADO, the first 
mainline steam loco¬ 
motive to be built in 
Britain for almost 50 
years, is passing

The new £3m 
Peppercorn class A1 
pacific steam locomotive 
was built almost 20

She recently featured 
on the BBC TV pro¬ 
gramme Top Gear, 
where Jeremy Clarkson 
rode in the cab from 
Kings Cross to 
Edinburgh - while rac¬ 
ing his colleagues, who 
drove north on a motor¬ 
bike and sports car. 

The car won the race, 
due to the train having to 
stop many times for 
water. 

On her trip into Wales 
she may stop at Port 
Talbot for water and also 
for coal and water again 
at Carmarthen. 

The train is expected 
to pass through 
Pontyclun and then 
Bridgend between 
10.30am and 11am. On 
the return journey, it 
should be between 


6.30pm and 7pm.

event on video before its 
return to the mainline.

PUPILS from 
Ogmore Vale 
Primary School 
joined their local 
Neighbourhood 
Policing team 
(NPT) and took 
part in a speed 
camera exercise 
during the last 
week of term. 

Speeding traffic on 
local roads has been 
identified as a PACT pri¬ 
ority by local residents. 

As a result, the speed 
camera exercise was 
held within the Ogmore 
Valley, including 
Nantymoel, Ogmore 
Vale and Blackmill, to 
address the high speeds 
at which motorists are 


travelling throughout the 
valley. 

Police officers used a 
hand-held speed camera, 
which accurately records 
the speed at which 
motorists are travelling 
and assists the team to 
prosecute those who are 
travelling in excess of 
the speed limit. 

In order to highlight 
the importance of road 
safety issues to local 
children living in the 
Ogmore Valley area, 
pupils from year-5 at 
Ogmore Vale Primary 
School were invited 
along to take part in the 
exercise. 

Motorists who were 
stopped for travelling 
over the speed limit, 
were issued with written 


warnings and the pupils 
were given the opportu¬ 
nity to ask the drivers 
why they had been 
speeding.

CLAIMS TRADERS’ LEADER 


PORTHCAWL 
traders are spitting 
feathers over moves 
by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC) to 
bring in licences for 
A signs, pavement 
cafes and goods 
placed on the pave¬ 
ment. 

The chamber of trade 
has placed the article 
that appeared in last 
week’s GEM on its 
website, and is inviting 
traders to comment. 

In that article, we 
revealed that the cabinet 
has approved a pilot 
scheme for Bridgend, 
under which businesses 
will have to apply for a 
licence if they wish to 
place items on the pave¬ 
ment outside their 
premises. A sign will 
also need to have plan¬ 
ning consent. 

Although the scheme 
is free for the trial peri¬ 
od, a scale of charges 
has been produced, 
which would see traders 
having to pay £205 to 
apply for a licence and 
£75 a year for the 
licence.

OLD HALL GROUNDS 
PROJECT GETS PUBLIC 
SEAL OF APPROVAL 


COWBRIDGE 
residents behind 
the plan to revamp 
Old Hall Grounds 
say that they are 
“very encouraged” 
by the public 
response to a con¬ 
sultation exercise. 

A spokeswoman for 
the Old Hall Grounds 
Committee, said: 
“Thanks to The GEM, 
and the supportive staff 
of Cowbridge Library, 
the public consultation 
relating to Cowbridge 
Charter Trust’s Old 
Hall Grounds improve¬ 
ment project was a 
great success, generat¬ 
ing an overwhelmingly 
positive response. 

“Out of 159 response 
forms received so far, 
only one person was 
opposed to change. 

“We are very grate¬ 
ful to everyone who 
took the time to study 
the proposals and to fill 
in the forms, and to the 
many people, about a 
third of the total, who 
also made sugges¬ 
tions.” 

She continued: “The 
detailed plan was a bit 
of a challenge to take 
in at one go, but the 
comments are really 
interesting and useful. 

“A number of people 
mentioned the uncer¬ 


tainty over the future of 
the health centre, so 
this is a real concern 
for Cowbridge resi¬ 
dents. 

“Some wanted edible 
plants and fruit trees to 
link with Transition 
Town ideas of sustain¬ 
ability. 

“An orchard of 
native fruiting trees is 
already in the project, 
but whether or not that 
part of the plan can be 
implemented does 
depend on what hap¬ 
pens to the health cen¬ 
tre - as the orchard 
would be located in the 
area between it and the 
Town Wall”. 

She went on to say 
that a few respondents 
had wanted to involve 
children and that the 
committee would be 
contacting schools to 
ask what form they 
would like this to take. 

She continued: 
“There were some very 
erudite comments 
about the pond, includ¬ 
ing the requirement for 
a hibemaculum for 
amphibians. 

“The pile of rubble 
remaining after phase 
one of the walls repair 
project was suggested 
as ideal for this pur¬ 
pose, while another 
respondent was quite 
cross this had yet to be 
tidied away. 


“In fact, this project 
is part of the ‘PayBack’ 
scheme run by the 
Probation Service, and 
it should be completed 
this month. 

“There were also 
requests for items 
already in the plan, 
such as extra seating, 
more rubbish bins, bird 
feeders and bat and 
bird boxes, but the 
sparrow terrace sug¬ 
gested by one respon¬ 
dent certainly sounds a 
winner!” 

She said that the 
comments showed 
enthusiasm for a more 
usable space, as well as 
a more attractive one, 
and that there was a 
widespread welcome 
for wild-life friendly 
habitats - exactly what 
the project is about. 

The committee still 
needs the land manage¬ 
ment agreement from 
the Vale Council, 
which will enable the 
committee to go ahead 
and raise funds. 

This request is due to 
be considered by the 
Vale Council cabinet 
on July 29. 

The spokeswoman 
added: “In last week’s 
GEM, a letter from Mr 
Gordon Deaves sug¬ 
gested that nothing 
needs to be done to Old 
Hall Grounds - except 
make them more acces¬ 


sible to the disabled 
and elderly. 

“There are certain 
elements in the plan 
which we hope will do 
just that by making the 
gardens more accessi¬ 
ble, as well as a greater 
pleasure to sit in. 

“A sensory garden 
for the visually 
impaired is already a 
feature of the plan. 

“There will also be a 
wider terrace in front 
of the fa 9 ade and 
around the much- 
improved pond, so 
there will be easier 
access for wheelchairs, 
as well as more seating 
and much more inter¬ 
esting vistas - so what 
is already a very peace¬ 
ful area will also be 
more beautiful. 

“Better lighting will 
be installed, so that 
everyone who attends 
evening classes at Old 
Hall on winter 
evenings, will come out 
to paths that are ade¬ 
quately and sensitively 
lit, so that the whole 
area feels safer - but 
wild-life is not unduly 
disturbed.” 

She concluded: “If 
anyone missed the 
library display, there is 
still a display at the 
Living Cafe and there 
are response forms if 
people would like to 
comment.” 


initially, with a £75 a 
year licence and a fur¬ 
ther £330 planning 
application fee. 

If the pilot project is 
deemed a success, it 
will be rolled out to the 
rest of the borough and 
fees will be charged. 

Alun Edwards, secre¬ 
tary of the Chamber of 
Trade, said traders had 
been outraged when 
they read the article. 

“People are asking if 
the borough council has 
gone mad. They are 
doing everything possi¬ 
ble to put more pressure 
on small business at a 
very difficult time. 

“We have already 
faced a big rise in busi¬ 


ness rates at the same 
time as turnover has 
been dropping - some¬ 
times by as much as 50 
per cent. They are now 
finding a way to 
squeeze the last drops 
of blood out of local 
businesses.” 

Mr Edwards said that 
shops and cafes were 
also employers and 
these jobs were impor¬ 
tant at this time. 

“Porthcawl also has a 
tourism industry which 
is a source of revenue to 
the borough. The coun¬ 
cil has already 
destroyed Bridgend 
town centre and this 
move will hammer the 
last nail in the coffin for 


those traders.” 

Mr Edwards said that 
they had no objection to 
a licensing system to 
bring some order, but 
they were vehemently 
opposed to being 
charged. 

“These extra costs 
will tip some businesses 
over the edge. It’s just a 
way of the council get¬ 
ting more money out of 
us. It’s nothing to do 
with creating a conti¬ 
nental-style town cen¬ 
tre. In fact, this licens¬ 
ing system will destroy 
it.” 

Mr Edwards said that 
many small traders 
relied on A boards to 
advertise businesses. 


“Without them, it 
will be difficult to get 
people through the 
doors - and since when 
do we need planning 
consent to put a board 
out on the street? It’s 
ridiculous.” 

Mr Edwards said that 
the council had consult¬ 
ed no-one about its 
plans. 

“They should come 
and talk to us so that we 
can put them straight 
about what’s going on 
out in the real world. 

“They can sit in their 
offices devising money¬ 
making schemes, but 
the truth is that busi¬ 
nesses cannot afford 
this one,” he added.
